Recommends His Censure. 


A. majority report of the investigat- 
ing committee, now ready to come be- 
fore tlie house, recommends that he 
be censured with officers of the na- 
tional association of manufacturers. 


A minority report recommended 


that he be expelled from the hour.e. 
His resignation came as a sensa- 


tion today when, immediately after 
the house had assembled, he rose to a 
question of personal privilege and of- 
fered his resignation from the floor, 
declaring that he would "appeal his 
case to tlie neople of the fourth dis- 
trict of Illlnr is." He said that he had 
already forwarded his resignation to 
Governor Dunne, and had announced 
himself as a candidate for re-election. 


Mulhall Charged Graft. 


Mulhall 
charged that 
MeDermott 


had received $7,500 from local pawn 
brokers to work against the federal 
loan-shark law, and a $2,000 campaign 
contribution from a Chicago brewers' 
association. McDermott's defense was 
that money received from the pawn 
brokers was in "the nature of a per- 
sonal loan, and that the brewers had 
contributed only $500 out of personal 
friendship.

PREPARE TO ENFORCE 


NET CONTAINER LAW 


Measure Enacted Recently to Go Into 


Effect Sept. 1st On All 


"Packages." 


[SPECIAL TO TIIE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis'., July 21.—The state 


department of weights and measures 
is preparing to enforce the net con- 
tainer law enacted by the last legisla- 
ture, which goes into effect on Sept. 
1, simultaneously with the federal law. 
It requires that all articles' o'f food 
and drink sold in the package must 
be plainly and conspicuously marked 
on the outside to show the amount of 
food contained. It covers .bottled goods 
of all kinds, beverages, condiments, 
spices, etc. It is practically the same 
as tlie federal law. It. applies to pack- 
age goods, but not to goods sold in 
bulk. The state law defines the term 
"package;" the national law does not. 


Under the state law, the 
depart- 


ment includes wrapped meats, such as 
hatus and bacons, as packages. The 
Ohio attorney general 
holds to the 
contrary, and a Nebraska court has 
held that such meats are not pack- 
ages. Under the Wisconsin interpreta- 
tion, sausages wrapped in the usual

CARRANZA INVASION 


WILL NOT GIVE UP CAPITAL TO 


CONSTITUTIONALISTS WITH- 


OUT AGREEMENT, 


TONE IS UNCOMPROMISING 


Rebel Leader Indicates That He Will 


Demand Unconditional Surrender 


—More Trouble is Feared.

Washington, July 21.—Provisional 
President Carbajal does not intend to 
surrender unconditionally to General 
Carranza, and will 
concentrate his 
military forces and resist an invasion 
rather than permit the constitutional- 
ists to enter 
Mexico City, without 
previous agreement not to wreck ven- 
geance on the lives and property of 
those who supported General Huerta. 
This was the tenor of information 
from authoritative sources today from 
Mexico City to Washington diplomats. 
It spread a feeling 'of pessimism in 
some quarters over the possibility of 
an amicable settlement of the revolu- 
tion.

Paris, July 21.—The most important 
testimony at the second days' hearing 
in the trial of Madame Callaux tor 
the Murder of Canton Calmette was 
that of President Poincare, whose de- 
positions was taken by Judge Amile 
Jforiehon, the first 
president of the 
court 'of appeals. This related how 
Joseph Caillaux, then minister of state, 
had called upon President Poincare on 
the- day Calmette was killed, and had 
spoken of the probable publications in 
the Figaro of letters between himself 
and Madame Caillaux. 
In .the course 
of an excited talk 
Caillaux exclaimed, in the course of 
the conversation, "If Calmette pub- 
lishes these letters, I will kill him." 


Caillaux On Stand. 
Joseph Caillaux also took the stand. 
He looked very young to have been 
premier of France and chief of the 
radical party. After relating incidents 
of his private life after his marriage 
with Madame Gueydan, he explained 
the circumstance's of the writing of 
the two letters to Madame Raynouard, 
who afterward became Madame Cail- 
laux. His voice trembled and he was 
obviously ill at ease, 
but gathered 
composure as he proceeded. 
Madame Henriette Caillaux was up 
at seven o'clock this morning prepar- 
ing for the second day of the trial on 
the charge of the wilful murder on 
March 16 of Gaston Calmette. The 
wife of the former premier and min- 
ister of finance took an early break- 
fast, and before eight . o"clock was 
waiting for her husband. 
The prisoner looked through a mass 
of morning papers,. and found that 
generally she had been sympathetically 
treated. There were many • apprecia- 
tions of her dexterous arrangement of 
facts,. and of the feeling she had put 
into the description of her agony. 
Two Boys Testify. 
Two boys from.the Figaro, the first 
witnesses, 
described 
Madame Cail- 
laux's. arrival at the offices of the Fi- 
garo: on the day of the crime. 
They 
gave details of her entrance into the 
room occupied by Gaston Calmette and 
of their hearing the shot.

Hnder the terms of the Bryan bill, 
trie federal government would issue

Before states could narticipate in 
the funds, I/hey would he required to 
issue an equal amount of four per 
cent bonds, which, when deposited 5n 
the treasury department, would be 
exchanpied for cash. The

would make up a 
sinking fund to aid the state in retir- 
ing the bonds.

London, July 21. — So deep is the In- 
terest 
taken by the public of all 
classes in the crisis which has arisen 
over the Irish home rule question, 
that great crowds gathered today out- 
side Buckingham palace to witness the 
arrival of the party leaders who are 
to participate in the conference in- 
augurated by King George, with a 
view to bringing about a peaceable 
settlement. 
The Right Honorable James Lowth- 
er, speaker of the house of commons, 
who was chosen to preside over the 
conference, was the Brat to appear. 
He was followed by the eight men 
who represent the various parties — 
liberal, unionist, nationalist and ul- 
sterites. 


King Withholds Approval. 
According to the Dally News, which 
represents the section of the radicals 
that resents the king's Interference, 
the king intends to withhold assent 
from the home rule bill, unless the 
amending 
bill is presented at the 
same time for the royal assent, the 
court view being that the king' is en- 
titled to lake this course; because the 
introduction of the amending bill has 
vitiated the procedure under the par- 
liament act. 
For the first time in his reign Kins 
George is criticised strongly, though 
respectfully, by some of the very im- 
portant political newspapers, - which 
expressed the belief today tbat if his 
majesty forced the holding of a con- 
ference on the home rule question, be 
overstepped the duty of a limited 
monarchy and interfered, with 
the 
rights of parliament and the responsi- 
bility of the cabinet.

FEDS WIN DECISION; 


BIG LEAGUES LOSERS 


U. S. Justice Vacates Injunction Ob- 


tained By Chicago White Sox 


In Case of Hal Chaie. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 21.—Organized 
baseball suffered legal 
defeat today 
when Justice Herbert P. Bissell grant- 
ed the motion to vacate the injunction 
obtained by the 
Chicago 
American 
League Baseball Club restraining Hal 
Chase from playing with the Buffalo 
Federal League Club. 


I 
The lack of mutual obligation In the 
so-called ten day clause In tbe con- 
tract under which Chase was playing 
with the Chicago team, whereby the 
club could terminate the contract on 
ten days' notice while the player was 
bound under several provisions of the 
"National agreement," formed a basis 
of the decision vacating the Injunction 
That organized baseball is a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law was 
denied by Justice Bissell on 
the 
ground that he cannot agree that "the 
business of baseball for profit Is Inter- 
state trade or commerce and there- 
fore subject to the provisions of the 
Sherman act." The court held, how- 
ever, that It was a monopoly of the 
baseball business In contravention of 
the common law. 
Justice Bissell declared 
organized 
baseball as complete a monopoly of 
the baseball business for profit, as .any 
monopoly can be made. "It is in con- 
travention of the 
common law," 'he 
said, "In that it invades the right to 
contract as a property right, and in 
that It Is a combination to restrain 
and control the exercise of a profes- 
sion or calling."

Rock River Lower at Present Than in 


. Previous Year*—River Bank 


Exposed. 


Rock river is lower at the present 
time than at the corresponding period 
in previous years, caused, it is said, 
by the draining of the marshes near 
Koshkonong. The mark at the main 
power plant of the Electric company 
at thenupper darn is 0.4 below govern- 
ment mark, and Is impeding the work 
of the water wheels'. This afternoon 
the sluice gates at tlis cam will be 
opened, which will raise the rirer sur- 
face to about 3.0 above the mark. 
Owing to the low water the river 
bank near the Milwaukee street bridge 
has been increased and the debris left 
by the fire is more exposed to view. 
Many citizens; have, remarked that'the 
scene is an eyesore to the city and 
the matter has been called to; the at- 
tention of the city officials who are 
expected to remove some of the
